The mayor of St: Louis has signed 
the union wage scale ordinance, re- 
cently ‘passed by both branches of the 
municipal assembly. The act will 
take effect Monday, and provides that 
all city employes shall be paid the 
prevailing union wage rate. For the 
purpose of enforcing this law it is 
provided that. officers: charged with 
employing mechanics and laborers 
shall “report to and make inquiry of 
the executive officers of such organ- 
led labor unions and to from time 
to time the rate of wages to be paid 
to such mechanics or laborers em- 


ployed. by the city. so ascertained to. 


be the prevailing rate among mem- 
bers of such unions.”
